In the case of the man who lives 
on his salary or of the interest or} 
dividends of his investments there is 
no question as to what he has to pay 
If his salary is more than $3,000 a 
year he pays tax on the surplus. 

In the case of a farmer, his income 
is not the gross earnings of his farm, 
but the difference between the cost of 
production and the value of the 
produce, His income is his net profit, 
not his gross production. In estimat- 


nig his profit he is not entitled. to 
charge up the living expenses of him- 
self and family. In his case the cost 
of his living is part of his income and 
should be so credited in his statement. 
So far as living expenses are concern- 
ed, he is in the same position as a 
man on salary, who pays on the gross 
amount of his salary, although it 
may all, or more than all, be used 
up in living expenses. The form calls 
for the farmer to state his gross earn- 
ings. But he is entitled to set his 
gross expenses over against earnings, 
and if the difference is not more than 
$8,000 a year (in case of a married 
man), making due allowance for cost 
of living, he is not called upon to 
make a return at all, The form that 
the farmer whose income i# over the 
exempted amount is called upon to fill 
out follows:

Saunders x6 
Tells Some Very | 
Plain Truths \ 


“Our Share in Nationa! Service," 
was the title of an inspiring address 
delivered by Miss Una Saunders, na- 
tional secretary of the Y.W.C.A. in; 
Canada, at a reception tendered her in 
the Hudson's Bay Palm Room Wed- 
nesday afternoon oy the Y.W.C.A. 
board, Mra, A. A. Pinckney, prosi- 
dent of the board, received, while Miss 
Saunders and other members of the 
board were present, including Miss 
Bagshaw, the general secretary. 

Miss Saunders is a very clear and 
explicit speaker ard held her audience 
very interested for over an hour, Her 
subject was divided into two heads, the 
call from the nation and from the 
church, As an introdyetion the speak- 
er said she was one of the women who 
attended the war conference in Ot- 
tawa and there the call was sounded 
of a tremendous effort on the part of 
the womanhood of the nation to take 
the place of men, to train for efficien- 
ey and for sacrifice. 

The call to women of all organiza- 
tions for a wider and fuller service to 
make it yet more efficient. 

Behind it all the call of the church 
comes to the women for idealism, spir- 
itual power, to help bulla up the coun- 
try In righteousness and the up-bulld- 
ing of the mental and moral life to 
make sure the womanlood reaches 
the very highest spiritual heights. “To 
be faithful to our nation’s call and to 
God,” was the chief note of the ad- 
dress. Miss Saunders referred to the 
scriptural quotation, “I: Is required of 
a steward to be faithful,” and said 
that therefore she would talk on stew- 
ardship and would survey what the Y. 
W.C.A. was doing in that regard, and 
ask the question: ‘Are we being faith- 
ful and fulfilling what has been en- 
trusted to our care?” In reply to the 
government as to producticn, which 1s 
the first duty, the speaker dealt at 
some length on the problem of women 
in agriculture and told of what had 
been done Jast year da Ontario. She 
said that owing to the prejudice 
against them and the belief that they 
were more or less an experiment, the 
farmers in Ontario were paying ridic- 
ulously low wages, some women re- 
ceiving ag little as $4 a week for pick- 
ing fruit last season, The women had, 
however, made a success of the work, 
and this year the farmers were ready 
to co-operate with the government in 


treasurer 
local 


| arranging for the comfortable housing 


of the girls and had at last acceptet 
the standard wage submitted, the 
minimum being $6 a woek and $9 a 
week for handling the heavier fruits. 
Last year there had been something 
like 1,200 girls placed on frult farms, 
butt he probability was that this year 
there would be between 8,000 to 5,000 
young women engaged not only on 
fruit farms, but those devoted to mix- 
ed farming as well. 
Women at Military Camps 

Many interesting details were given 
by the speaker in connection with the 
“hostess houses” es.ablished by the 
Y.W.C.A. In connection with some of 
the camps in the United States. 

“A serious problem,” said Miss 
Saunders, “is the recreation of men 
and girls, It is difcult to denounce 
dance halls, cabarets and moving pic- 
ture shows if we have no place for 
thent to go. We must not be nega- 
tive. It seems to meé that every city 
should be doing something along lines 
of co-operative recreation.’ 

Military District No. 2 had asked 
for co-operation for the supression of 
the venereal disease and this would 
come under the supervision of the 
women patrols or protective agents. 

The housnig of th girls in the mu- 
nition factories and the canteens in 
connection, was another interesting 
phase af the work, which was describ- 
ed by the speaker. The welfare work 
in factories was an important thing, 
continued Misg Saunders, The spiritu- 
al side was touched upon and the 
League of Honor with its motto ex- 
plained and described. Another piece 
of national service work was the 
sending of trained industrial workers 
to France to help the French Y.W.C. 
A. Miss Elsie McIntosh, of the Cana- 
dian staff, has been sent over to learn) 
with the American nurses to take her 
place and catry on the work of Ca- 
nadian Y.W.C.A. National service 
work is very expensive, but @ grant of 
$75,000 of the budget to be realized 
from a campaign to be put on shortly 
will be made to the Y.W.C.A, for just 
such splendid activities. 

The building up of motherhood and 
the conserving of human life was a 
strong point made, “It would not do 
to lift up our men and let our. girls 
down,” said Miss Saunders, in con- 
clusion, when speaking of the building 
of Y.M.C.A.'s to keep our boys and 
men pure and strong and fine, if the 
same was not done for the girls, Tra- 
vellers’ Aid work was another phase 
taken up by Miss Saunders, and also 
the developing of leadership, and with 
the latter she spoke of the Girls’ con- 
ference which is to be held here this 
week and of how important the col- 
leges are in this work. 

After the address, the speaker was 
the recepient of a vote of thanks and 
was the guest at tea with the mem- 
bers of the board and a few friends,

A Premium for 
Spreading Disease. 

An Ottawa despatch announces 
that the government is increasing 
the amount which will hereafter 
be paid to the owners of animals 
slaughtered under the operation 
of the Animal Gontagious Diseases 
act, and a Bill to this effect is to 
be put through at the present ses- 
sion of parliament. There is an- 
other direction in which the act 
should also be amended. A prom- 
inent grower of pure-bred cattle 
informed The Bulletin not long 
since that he had discovered tuber- 
culosis in his herd, a herd which 
had been built up at great cost 
and through years of painstaking 


effort. He reported to the Domin- | 


ion authorities and after a pro- 
longed correspondence discovered 
his position to be that: he could 
not sell milk from the herd, could 
not sell animals from the herd to 
the packing plants, would get no 
compensation from the govern- 


ment if he killed the diseased ani- | 


mals, but was entirely free to sell 
these animals to other farmers for 
breeding purposes and to thus 
scatter infection all over the coun- 
try. If the object is to kill out 
contagious diseases, and if parlia- 
ment proposes to deal with the 
act with that object in view, this 
would seem to be one direction in 
which an amendment is urgently 
called for.

Either it is possible un- 
der these restricted powers to 
make the street railway pay its 
way, or if is not possible. If it is 
| possible, it should be done: if it is 
jnot possible, that fact should be 
established by an exhaustive can- 
vass of the situation. If it were 
shown to be impossible, renewed 
| application should be made to the 
\legislature at next session for pow- 
ler to establish the zone system;

THE RAILWAY 
The Bulletin has 
for publication from 
at Prince George, B.C., which dis- 
cusses the railway problem of Canada 


received a letter 


The correspondent’s suggestion on the 
railway question is that there shoulda 
be equalized freight and passenger 
rates based on the ascertained per 
mile cost. Whetber he means that 
the per mile cost should be the same 
on ali classes of freight, or that the 
same charge should be made for the 


moving of all freight regardless of dis-| 


tance, as in the case of letter postage, 
is not clear. 

Following is the conclusion of the 
letter, which contains the correspoad- 
ent'’s suggestion: 

The only solution of our railroad 
problem, and what ultimately will be 
done in all countries, because inter- 
national competition and the best in- 
terest of the people demand it, is for 
the government to take over the 
transportation business, on land and 
water, put them all under one man- 
agement and standardize them. 

Make the gauge, rolling stock and 
equipment in every branch of the se-- 
vice correspond with each other, on 
all lines, eo that trains, cars, locomo- 
tives, or parts of either, can be used 
on any part of the system without 
alteration or unnecessary loss of time. 

Find the average cost, the country 
over, of moving one ton of freight one 
mile; add to this first cost the per- 
centage necessary to cover all other 
che.ges connected with the haul 
namely, interest, repair, additions to 
plant, wear and tear, etc, (Car-lots, 
trainloads and passenger fares deter- 
mined tn like manner.) 

Let the total be the government 
charge for moving one ton of freignt 
from any one point in tne country to 
any other point, regardless of who the 
shipper might be, or where the freight 
originates or Is to be sent, exactly as 
the post office departments of the sev- 


eral countries handle the matls 
This arrangement will insure to 
every shipper and to every elty the 


same treatment that every other ship 
per and every other cily enjoys, thus 
removing all cause for complaint anc 
assuring equa! opportunity for all. 

Under this arrangement the paying 
part of the system wi!! balance the 
non-paying parts of the roads, insur- 
ing service for all. 

The data for such an arrangement 
could be obtained from our railroad 
commission if it has not been asiecop. 

The facts necessary to be obtalne] 
being about as follows: 

1, Number of miles of railroad of 
all gauges in the country, and aver- 
age cost of one mile of road. 

2. Total number of tons of freigh 
handled by all in one year, and aver-

7. Total amount of revenue requir-

WHO KNOCKED DOWN 
JOHN L. SULLIVAN 


During Their Fight 
in 1883, 


By all odds the peak achieyement 
of the late Charlie Mitchell's career, 
in his own estimation, at least, was 
the knockdown blow which he gave to 
John L, Sullivan in their historic 
Madison Square Garden tight. He 
claimed to have been the only man 
who ever knocked down the mighty 
“John L.” 

After winning the middleweight and 
heavyweight enamploash’ps of Kneg- 
land in 1882 Mffhell ceme to Americe 
in 1883 with the intention of challeng- 
ing John lL, Sullivan, The stature of 
the “Brummagen Lad.” as he 
then called, did not impress the Amer- 
lican followers of pugilism, but when 
| Mitchell met and defeated 
| Cleary, a New York heavyweight, 
three rounds, he was quickly accept- 


two met at the Madison Square Gar- 
den in a four-round glove fight under 
Marquis of Queensberry rvles, on May 
14, 1888. The British boxer surprised 
the 12,000 spectators by meeting Sul- 
| livan's terrible rushes in the opening 
/rounds, and after some heavy ex- 
changes he scored a right smash to 
Sullivan's jaw, sending the 
man to the ring floor amid the wild- 
cst excitement. 

This was Sullivan's first experience 
of a knockdown by an opponent, and 
/it happened toward the close 
the first round, Sullivan rushed and 
roughed the visitor during the second 
round and threw Mitchell over the 
ropes twice.
